But as to the Points of later fedion , which determine 
the Problem propofed, they may be found without the aid of the 
former way, from a Gnoonmiekmd Stenographic!: method of mea- 
furing and fetting off the fides and angles of Spherical Triangles 
in thofe Proje&ions, which is neceffary in what follows.
